Wil Flour he Lower !
From the Worid,

The notion prevalent in certaln quarters that
the price of flour and grain s to become very
high during the winter, Is not borne out by the
statements of the quantity of grain in the
counlry. Oun the contrary, there appears to be
every reason for lower prices than those which
now oblain, bolh as regards the present and the
futare. A letter from our Chicago correspond-
ent contains some very interesting statstics
bearing upun the subject, & portion of which we

roduce in this conuection. The following
tuble shows the quantity of grain received ot
Chicago lrom the tirst of January to the tirst of
December, as compnred with that reesived dur-
ing the correeponding months of lnst year:—

20,046,045, and a comparizon ol the two shows
an inereage thie year of 87 per cent.  Such facts

and falsebood which bave been raised during
the last six mouths, and have been used wy the
meane of assniling the joreign policy of the
Administration.
